The next question was that of 
animals round the town, and 
Councillor Clark .asked the sec¬ 
retary whether a person was not 
liable to a fine for.the violation of 
the bye-law if he was requested to 
shut up his animals and ignored 
the request. The reply was in the 
affirmative. 

The discussion following was on 
the topic of hogs in town, and as 
to whether they constituted a 
nuisance. The health officer said 
that some hogs were undoubtedly 
a nuisance, whereas others were 
kept as clean as possible. Dis¬ 
cussion followed, and Councillor 
Clark was of the opinion that it 
would be unfair to pass a motion 
to the effect that all hogs had to 
move out of town. It would, he 
said, be a hardship on some people, 
and he saw no reason for removing 
a clean pen. 

Councillor Terry was of the 
opinion that if a hog pen is A 
nuisance to a neighbour it should 
be removed. Councillor Lebow 
made a motion to the effect that 
anybody objecting to a certain hog 
pen shall lay a complaint with the 
Board of Health, and if they decid¬ 
ed that it was detrimental to health, 
they should order its removal. 
Councillor Clark seconded. 

In this matter of the Board of 
Health, any member may act as 
for the board, and a complaint 
would not have to wait over until 
a second meeting. 

Opening up from this discussion 
was the one about garbage and 
sanitary cans. Councillor Terry 
spoke about the absolutely un¬ 
healthy idea of the pits, and said 
that various requests had been 
made to him that the council 
should do something to have that 
idea * substituted by metal cans. 
The be^*th officer said that the re- j 
ceptaele idea was far the best.

Human bones are tremendously 
strong and possessed of a marvelous 
resisting power. Indeed, the bones 
of the frailest, most delicate look¬ 
ing woman are stronger than the 
strongest oak. 

Of course, a bona is hollow and 
that Is one of the chief reasons It 
resists such extreme weights. For 
instance, a small bone which Is no 
more than a square millimetre in 
diameter will hold in suspension 
without breaking some 35 pounds.

Distillation makes water 
absolutely pure by destroying disease 
microtu s, but at the same time it 
removes ceitaln salt', which are of 
great value to our bodies. 

Science now says that well water 
Is a good kind to drink, but that fil¬ 
tered river water is even better, be¬ 
cause It has been more thoroughly 
oxygenated. We ought never to drink 
distilled water. It declares, because 
there is goad reason to believe that 
It la as harmful tc the cells of the 
human body as to those of plants.

Electric Light In Egypt 

Egypt promises Boon to follow the 
lead of more advanced countries in 
great schemes of electric power de¬ 
velopment. Ab a result of the build¬ 
ing of the Assouan dam on the Nile, 
the primary object of which was to 
conserve water for irrigation pur¬ 
poses, the development c" 6,000 horse 
power In the for.n of electrical ener¬ 
gy has been made possible. Different 
purposes to which this power can be 
applied are being considered. One 
horse power will manufacture 
two tons of calcium -cyanamide in one 
year, and thus the Assouan power 
could turn out 100,000 tons per an¬ 
num—that Is to say, £900,000 worth 
of the fertilizing agent most exten¬ 
sively required In Egypt. Another 
use the power could be put to, as 
Bhown by Sir William Wlllcqckz’ re¬ 
cent work, is summer Irrigation, bn 
an even more extensive scale than at 
presept provided for. It Is also pro¬ 
posed to utilize, the power In the 
weaving of silk.

It is the one thousand pound Bank 
ot England note which Lord Coch¬ 
rane paid to secure bis release from 
prison in 1814 The -notq bears the 
following indorsement: 

"My health having suffered by long 
and close confinement and my op¬ 
pressors being resolved to deprive 
me of property or life, I submit to 
robbery to protect myself from mur¬ 
der, in the hope that I shall live to 
bring the delinquents to justice.” 
Cochrane, Grated Chamber, King's 
Bench Prison, July ?, 1816.” 

Rear Admiral Lord Cochrane, M.P., 
was imprisoned on e false charge of 
swindling in connection with the 
Berenger frauds. After being in Jail 
a year Lord Cochrane at the request 
of his friends paid his fine with the 
above mentioned bank-note, by an ad¬ 
miring public In two cent > subscrip¬ 
tions.

Ip tbe vast amphitheatres formed 
by the ranges of perpetually snow- 
clad mountains which surround the 
pass of the Selkirks, modern science 
today is pltt’ig Its wits against the 
titanic forces of nature. A tremen¬ 
dous conflict Is being waged In the 
valleys on either side of the summit 
where the primordial has held sway 
lor countless ages. 

* jjrains end brawn, backed by mod- 
ern machinery, modern methods and 
scientific crgp.nization, are combining 
lo circumvent the elements. Huge 
Iren mammoths are scooping • out 
earth rock in enormous mouthfuls, 
and powerful explosives are rending 
the innermost recesses of the hills to 
serve the needs of a transcontinental 
railway system and to permit of the 
•nward march of progress. 

The new location for the line will 
shorten the route by four miles. The 
enterprise is officially known as the 
Rogers’ Pass tunnelling scheme, and 
the work and related improvements 
will involve the expenditure of more 
than $10,000,000. The tunnel wijl 
take rank as the longest railway bore 
In America. The HoosaV: tunnel on 
the New York Central line is tbe 
longest at present, being Just four 
and three-quarter miles through. 

Since tbe Canadian Pacific railway 
first opened its transcontin jntal line 
through the mountains of British Co¬ 
lumbia it has spent millions of dol¬ 
lars in protecting and renewing its 
tracks on extra locomotives used to 
haul trains up the heavy grades and 
In coping with the snowfalls and 
•ther physical handicaps which keep 
a large force of men and a large 
amount of expensive equipment busy 
nearly all the year. At Rogers’ Pass 
close to the summit of the Selkirks, 
thp company maintains large engine 
sheds, shops, snow plows ana outfits 
ready for service on both sides of the 
Selkirk range. 

The engineer spent two years seek¬ 
ing a favorable location for a tunnel 
through the Selkirks. Tbe C.P.R. 
decided on the Rogers’ Pass tunnel 
undertaking and relating double- 
tracking work last spring, prelimin¬ 
ary operations being started last 
June. 

The contractors, who have in band 
the tunnel scheme are applying au 
entirely now method in tunnel pierc¬ 
ing, they are projecting what is 
known as a “pioneer bore.” ThU is 
a small preliminary shaft, seven feet 
by nine, which will parallel the 
course of the main tunnel fifty feet 
distant and will be bored from both 
ends at the same time. The* Idea is 
quite in the nature of an experiment 
and was decided upon only after cars- 
ful calculation, and mature consider¬ 
ation. 

One of the principal reasons for 
the adoption of the new plan was the 
fact that the Canadian Pacific wish¬ 
ed to have tbe big undertaking finish¬ 
ed by December 3f, 1916, three years 
and a half from the time tbe work 
was started. Building a passage five 
miles long Is a lengthy process in the 
ordinary way. - Only a limited num¬ 
ber of men can work in tbe heading 
at one time and delays constantly oc¬ 
cur on account of blasting and other 
causes- , 

With the ’pioneer” bore the work 
will be greatly facilitated. Side shafts 
will be excavated leading into the 
course of the main tunnel and drill¬ 
ers will thus be enabled to attack a 
number of points at once. While 
blasting is proceeding in one part of I 
the' shaft the workers will be able 
to continue thel^ activities in another. 
Instead of having to cease work each 
time a shot In fired as would be the 
case with the one heading. The same 
applies to the excavation part of the 
work. Lines of cars loaded with ma¬ 
terial can be kept continually in mo¬ 
tion from the various drifts which 
would not be possible were the oper? 
atlons concentrated all at one part. 

Another great advantage is the fact 
that the ‘‘pioneer’’ bore will act as a 
ventilating shaft, enabling the pas¬ 
sage of a current of air through^wo 
bores and the connecting passages>H 
will also serve a permanent purpose 
In the same connection on the com¬ 
pletion of the main tunnel. 

The tunnel operations have a de¬ 
cidedly human Interest side. With per¬ 
spiration dripping from their lightly 
clad bodies, tbe drill men may be 
seen calmly proceeding with their al¬ 
lotted tasks, paying little heed to the 
significance of their work. 

The work is pursued In much the 
same way as in the levels of a mine. 
Stopes are driven and boles are 
bored with air drjlls. charges set and 
exploded and the shattered material 
placed on cars and run out along nar¬ 
row gauge tram lines. Eletcric fans 
keep a current of air in circulation 
removing the dust from tbe drills and 
clearing the atmosphere of the pois¬ 
onous gases from blasting. 

Spanish Navy to be Reconstructed 

Admiral Mfranda, minister of mar¬ 
ine, has tabled a bill providing for an 
annual credit of $7,200,000 over a per¬ 
iod of nine years to be used exclu¬ 
sively in thi building of warships, 
tinder tbe provisions of the bill it 
was intended to develop the Spanish 
arsenals so as to avoid having to use 
foreign builders in constructing bat¬ 
tleships. Thj minister of marine ex¬ 
pects that a battleship to be laid 
down In 1917 will be built entirely 
by Spaniards and with Spanish mat¬ 
erials. 

Japan Will be There 

The Japanese government has in¬ 
formed the state department at 
Washington that it had appropriated 
$363,362 for participation by the Jan- 
Anese warships in the international 
naval review to be held at Hampton 
Roads early in 1916 and-in the trip 
through the Panama canal to tbe Pan¬ 
ama-Pacific exposition at San Fran¬ 
cisco. 


$00 MILES AN HOUR 

Latest Story of Miracle of Science 
Cornea From France 

The London Standard and Express 
devotes considerable room to describ¬ 
ing “the latest miracle of science,” as 
shown in a very secret building in 
the otty. Emile Bachelat, an old 
Frenchman, long resident in Amer¬ 
ica, Is said tc have produced a rail¬ 
way system, permitting of a speed of 
300 miles an hour. The cars are made 
of steel, with aluminum base. This 
metal, suffering magnetic repulsion 
by electricity magnets, which are 
situated under the track, holds the 
cars suspended In the air. A series 
of tunnel shaped solenoids along the 
track, which are successlvly electri¬ 
cally magnetized, pull the suspended 
ca rat a terrific speed. 

' This typ of car is intended for 
goods and mail tcaffle^^gaghelat con¬ 
tending that the cost of carriage for 
300 would would be a cent peK pound. 
Tbe cost of laying the track would 
be $25,000 a mile plus $60,000 for 
power houses at each hundred miles. 
The passenger cars would be fitted 
with propellorjt and metor similar 
to aeroplanes. 

London to Manchester in 48 Min. 

The inventor suggests that it will 
be possible to do tbe present Journey 
from London to Manchester in forty- 
eight minutes, Instead of four hours, 
while the erght and a halt hour Jour¬ 
ney consumed in the Journey from 
London to Glasgow can bo reduced 
to seventy-five minutes. 

Experiments with largo sized mod¬ 
els so impressed railway experts, that 
Bachelat was offered the use of a cir¬ 
cuit within five miles of London to 
fully and practically test the inven¬ 
tion, which represents 20 years’ ex¬ 
periments. The Express editorially 
admits that tbe principle of the in¬ 
vention form material for an Arab¬ 
ian Nights or a Jules Verne novel, 
rather than the prosaic circumstances 
of a commercial undertaking. 

"It is impossible to estimate the 
effect of the invention if, as prob¬ 
able, it bears practice tests on a 
large scale successfully, the very 
idea will alarm the timerous and 
cause the ultraconservative to dream 
a nightmare. It may seem madness 
to some and blasphemy to others, but 
unless the expectations are falsified a 
new 'era has begun. 

APRIL FOR WAR 

Many American Conflicts Have Been 
_Started In That Month 

A historical coincidence was dis¬ 
covered at Washington, on April 21 
in that the Atlantic fleet was due to 
reach Tampico on the sixteenth anni¬ 
versary of the declaration of war 
with Spain, April 21, 1898. 

The Spanish war was actually de¬ 
clared by passage of a Joint resolu¬ 
tion In congress April 26, but the deor 
laratlon was antedated to be of effect' 
on April 21—congress declaring that 
wab had existed since the 21st, when 
President McKinley’s ultimatum to 
Spain was rejected. 

It was also noted that tbe Revolu¬ 
tionary war began April 19; the Mexi¬ 
can war April 24, and the Civil war 
on April 14. 

Governor Victor M. Locke, of the 
Choctaw nation In Oklahoma, who 
was in Washington on that day and 
who some years ago was one of the 
leaders in what was known as the 
“Locke war,’’ which was only sup¬ 
pressed after the United States 
troops had been sent from Fort Sill to 
put down the uprising, asserted that 
every great Indian war had been 
started in April, or In the spring of 
the year. 

FINDS NEW EDIBLE MUSHROOM 

Eminent French Botanist Evolves 
Fine Specimen From Wild 
Fungi 

Prof. Matruchot, the eminent 
Frenoh botanist, has succeeded in 
evolving a new and delicious edible 
mushroom. It has been cultivated 
from the wild fungi which grow In 
the woods In tbe late autumn months. 

A number were planted In the vast 
cellars of the Paris observatory, and 
by careful treatment a mushroom 
was developed which grows all the 
year round. The Btem is eight inches 
high and the bead four to six inches 
In diameter. 

The new variety has been given the 
name of “tricholoma nudum.” Its flav¬ 
or Is most delicate and captivating, 
and the color of the stems of the 
first specimens obtained was a purpl¬ 
ish blue, bJt this is gradually disap¬ 
pearing under extended cultivation. 

FOREST WASTE FELT ABROAD 

Destruction of American Trees Bring 
Problem Jo Manufacturers of 
Germany 

The steadily progressing destruc¬ 
tion of American forests has made 
itself unpleasantly felt by the Ger¬ 
man pencil and vehicle industries. 

Red cedar, which the Germtyi pen¬ 
cil factories get chiefly from Tennes¬ 
see, Alabama, Georgia, Kentucky and 
Texas, is growing bo scares that the 
question of a possible substitute has 
become acute. 

The case is the same ag. to hickory. 
For more than twenty-five years the 
German army has bought in America 
the hickory for the tongues of its gun 
carriages. The carriage and auto¬ 
mobile industry also Is dependent in 
large measure on a sufflicent supply 
of this tough but elastic wood and It 
now appears that thtre will be no 
hickory available In a few years 

$1,050 For Nelson Letter 

A letter written in September, 1806, 
by Lord Nelson to Lady Hamilton 
from his flagship the Victory, brought 
$1,050 at the sale of the J. E. Hodk-* 
kin autograph letter and historical 
document collection. The letter, 
which is one of tbe last lie wrote, Is 
not included in the collection of Lord 
Nelson’s letters to Lady Hamilton, 
published In 1814, but a letter In the 
collection written tbe following day 
refers to R.

SPIRITUAL HEALING 

Nsglect of Medical Treatmsnt Is, 

However, Deprecated. In 
Report Presented 

The report of the committee on 
Bplrltual healing or faith cure, ap¬ 
pointed by a conference of tho cleri¬ 
cal and medlcaj professions, has been 
Issued in Lon Ion. Tbe committee in¬ 
cluded the Dean of Westminster, Sir 
Bryce Duckworth, the Dean of Dur¬ 
ham. the Dean of 8t. Paul's, Sir Doug¬ 
las Powell and -he renowned alienist. 
Sir Clifford Allbutt 

The report distinctly affirms the 
efficiency of spiritual or mental pro¬ 
cesses In ths aid or cure of function¬ 
al diseases. The member: of the 
committee declare their belief In 
prayer and the exercise of the Divine 
power in ocnformlty with natural 
law, while, however, deprecating the 
neglect of medical treatment. 

They consider that spiritual minis¬ 
tration should be recognized equally 
with medical ministration, as carry¬ 
ing God’s blessing to the sick. It 
is on this account that they desire to 
see increased importance attached to 
spiritual ministration as a contribu¬ 
tory means towards recovery. They, 
however, strongly deprecate Inde¬ 
pendent treatment of disease by irre¬ 
sponsible and unqualified persons. 

The Horseshoe 

It is not particularly difficult to 
guess why lovere of horses came to 
adopt the horseshoe as a talisman 
against misfortune. Horses were held 
to be especially susceptible to tbe 
machinations of witches. If precau¬ 
tions were not taken these mischiev¬ 
ous creatures would ride the horses 
at dead of night over the bills, and 
when the owner came to the stables 
in the mornltg te would find bis ani¬ 
mals In ^lather and utterly exhaust¬ 
ed. A hOTseshoe placed over the 
stable doer was believed to ward off 
such evil. , . 

There ls no superstition more deep¬ 
ly Ingrained In all slasses of society 
than that vhich pertains to the horse 
shoe. As an emblem of good fortune 
it holds ;>rlde of place. Nelson did 
not disdain to nail a horseshoe to the 
mast of the Victory. In the early 
part of the nineteenth century the 
horseshoe was highly prized, and 
there were few mansions where It 
was not displayed, while humbler 
folks were at great pains to fasten It 
over their doors. , 

In Greece and Rome horses were 
not shod. The ancients were con¬ 
tent with wrapping filer cloth round 
the feet of their horses In cold weath¬ 
er, or when It was necessary to'pass 
through miry districts. Instead of de¬ 
vising horseshoes, they turned their 
attention to hardening the hoofs of 
their mounts. Nero, however, who 
ever strode to out distance his con¬ 
temporaries, caused his horses to be 
shod with silver, but no nails were 
driven with silver, but no nails wera 
shoeing horses by driving nails into 
the hoofs was introduced Into Eng¬ 
land by 'William the Conqueror, but 
for centuries the practice did not gain 
much headway. 

The Indians, who had no superiors 
as horsemen, never thought of shoe¬ 
ing their mounts in any way, and yet 
they were capable of performing re¬ 
markable Journeys over the most dif¬ 
ficult country Even at the present 
day In Japan the modern horseshoe 
finds a strong competitor In the old- 
fashioned candalc made of straw, 
which are fastened to the horses’ 
hoofs, very much as they might be 
to a man’s feet. 

I ’ Do Light Rays Develop Gerpis? 

Dr. Roux, director of the Pasteur 
Institute In Paris, read the other 
day, at the Academie des Sciences, a 
note by Mme. Victor Henri who, with 
her husband, specializes In the study 
of ultra violet rays, describing tho 
effect of existing microbes to the 
rays. 

A prolonged and carefully regulat¬ 
ed exposure to the ultra violet rays 
of anthrax microbes resulted in tbe 
death of some of the microbes, WUt 
others survived, and were complete¬ 
ly transfoimed in regard to shape, be¬ 
coming round instead of long, and 
when an r.nimal was lnoccuiated the 
transformed microbes caused an ill¬ 
ness of an entirely different nature 
from normal anthrax, being of a 
toxic character, but not septicaemic. 

Dr. Roux concluded that these ex¬ 
periments lead one to ask If differ¬ 
ent microbes have not been evolv¬ 
ed from a limited number of primi¬ 
tive forms under the action of light. 

This would contradict the common 
idea that noxious germs are to be 
warred against by exposure to sun¬ 
light and air 

From the Farm to the Table 

In utilizing the parcel post as a 
means of bringing producer and con- 
summer together it ls a necessary pre¬ 
liminary ’that information be avail¬ 
able regarding what tbe one class has 
to offer and what the othei’ desires 
to purchase. A practical sterf In this 
latter direction has been takffi by 
the postmaster of Boston, MasV He 
has had prepared and circulated sev¬ 
eral hundred copies of a list of farm¬ 
ers who are ready to ilstribute their 
products by means of tbe parcel post. 
This list has tbe suggestive title 
of ‘‘From the Farm to the Table,” 
and It classifies tte produce offered 
under appropriate headings. The Im¬ 
mediate results of the seheme have 
satisfied the postmaster that It will 
prove successful, many cases of di¬ 
rect dealing having already occurred. 
—Toronto World. 

Irrigation by Government 

Approximately 400,000 acres of 
land In the southern portion of Al¬ 
berta will be put' under irrigation by 
the Doimnlon government or by the 
municipalities which, obtain from tbe 
government tho right to operate a 
system of irrigation In the various 
dlstricta, some time in the near fut¬ 
ure, according to the statement of F. 
H. Peters, irrigation commissioned 
for the Dominion, with headquarters 
In Calgary.

AN AMERICAN WRITER TELLE 
OF THE WONDERFUL PRO¬ 
GRESS BEING MADE 

Frederick Foster, Wrjtlng in an Ameft 

lean Magazine, Describes the Rapid 

Development of the Canadian WeU 

—“Pioneering do Luxe.” 

Frederick Foster, member of Ohie 
Historical and Archaeological Society 
and National Geographic 'Society, 
■ays, in a recent issue of an Ameri¬ 
can magazine; 

“When I first began going Into the 
Canadian weat on tours of investiga¬ 
tion, I often welcomed the slmpliest 
diversion which might break the mon¬ 
otony of the prairie or the stillness of 
the forest. A moose* crashing through 
the trees, the honking of a water 
fowl, even the scurrying of a gopher 
through the grass have all been sweet 
entertainment. But it is different 
now; Old Joe Boyd, up at Qiscombe 
Portage In British Columbia, express¬ 
ed the present conditions In this 
fashion. ’I have Just got to hunt new 
trappin’ grounds; the settlers’ are 
coming in here so fast even muskrat 
is gotten to be a stranger.’ ” 

The trek of Western Canada began 
in earnest about a dozen years ago 
and followed closely the lines of the 
then one existing railwsy, but coinci¬ 
dent with tbe building of two more 
transcontinental railways, tbe immi¬ 
gration increased until It has now 
reached the enormous total of virtu¬ 
ally half million persons a year, large¬ 
ly from Great Britain and the United 
States, not to mention tbe vast move¬ 
ment from Eastern Canada to the 
west. The lure, or properly speaking 
lures, are Identical to those which 
peopled our own prairies Flrct, land; 
second, mere'•.utile opportunities cre¬ 
ated by the cultivation of the land. 
The difference In tbe development of 
our middle west and the development 
of Western Canada lies largely In the 
difference of time, and for this rev 
son It ls but natural that Western 
Canada’s development 1*. relatively 
faster. The opportunities there at 
present aro precisely the same as the 
opportunities which existed In Cen¬ 
tral United States thirty or forty 
years ago, but tbe means of convert¬ 
ing these opportunities into money 
are infinitely better as may be real¬ 
ized when one pauses to consider the' 
vaBt improvements which have been 
made In transportation facilities, 
farm equipment aid business appli¬ 
ances during that period. 

There ls no pioneering In Western 
Canada as our fathers and grandfath¬ 
ers understood the word; Instead Its 
pioneering de luxe; pioneering vis 
transcontinental trains versus ox 
carts; tungsten lights versux candles; 
steam ploughs versus tbe hoe; nor 
cliandlsing versus trading. 

I never take a trip into Western 
Canada without being amazed at the 
progress bein^ made. I aave recently 
seen model towns of three, four-and 
five thousand'people which did not ox- 
ist five years ago. Less than twe 
years ago I had occasion to go te 
Central British Columbia. After leav¬ 
ing the railway I was obliged to float 
down tbe Fraser river on a scow cov¬ 
ering more than three hundred miles 
In six days; then I spent another 
week travelling by pack train Into 
the Stuart river valiey. On tbe entire 
Journey I passed through but one 
small village and the country, some 
of the richest In agricultural possibil¬ 
ities, timber and minerals of any in 
North America, was but sparsely set¬ 
tled. A few weeks ago I made the 
same trip, but Instead of going down 
the Fraser on a scow, I went all the 
way from Winnipeg on as fine a train 
as one may wish. Railway constrco- 
tlon camps which had punctuated my 
Journey two years ago have given 
place to thriving tewns where mer¬ 
chants are getting rich supplying the 
thousands of farmers, lumbermen and 
miners with the same brands of gooda 
lhat may be purchased in Winnipeg, 
Chicago and Boston. 1 cannot speak 
of these settlers an Immigrants, nor 
yet as pioneers for the word ltnmh 
grant seems to Imply gunny sacks 
and garlic, while pioneering has be¬ 
come synonymous with hardships. I 
cannot harmonize the word Immi¬ 
grant with the Iowa farmer who sold 
his farm there and brought $46,000 In 
cash with him to the Stuart river val¬ 
ley, nor do I think a man undergoes 
many hardships In trading an uncon¬ 
genial job and a four room flat In a 
crowded city for a business of his 
•own and a modern bungalow in a new 
country where he receives the basv 
ball scores by Innings. 

Apples for the Prairie Provinces 

The trees of the varieties of apples 
originated by Dr. Wm. Saunders, es¬ 
pecially for tbe prairie provinces, by 
erasing the wild Siberian crab, Pyrue 
baccata, with named varieties of ap¬ 
ples, are now In the horticultural divi¬ 
sion, department of agrlcuture, Ot¬ 
tawa. Trees of (.he first crosses, 
which are about the size of the larger 
named crab apples, have now been 
well distributed through the praiile 
provinces and are proving hardy 
where larger apples will not succeed. 
Among the best of these are Jewel, 
Charles. Silvia, Prince, Tony, Robin, 
Elsa, Alberta, Columbia, Ruby, North¬ 
ern Queen and Ere. Many second 
crosses, haring more blood of the tip¬ 
ple, fruited in 1913 and In previous 
years. Some of these are two and 
one-half inches in diameter and they 
are being propagated, and will be 
tested for hardiness on tbe prairie 
farms.
